SUPREME COURT MAKES RULING | 


DEMURRER OF CHICAGO AND 


ILLINOIS IS NOT WELL TAKEN. 


Court Declares That St. Louis Has a 


Right to Seek Relief From the 
Pollution of Its Wa- 
ter Supply. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—The 
States Supreme Court today rendered an 
opinion in the case of the Chicago Drain- 
age Canal, overruling the demurrers filed 
in the case by the state of Illinois and the 
Chicago Drainage Canal district board. 

The proceeding was brought by the 
State of Missouri against the state of IIli- 
nols and the drainage board, the end 
sought being to prevent the use of the 
canal because of its supposed pollution of 
the drinking water of St. Louis. 

The effect of the decision is to sustain 
the contention of the state of Missouri. 
The opinion was handed down by Justice 
Shiras. The chief justice and Justice Har- 
lan and White united in a dissenting opin- 
ion. 


Two Questions 
Are Presented. 

In his opinion Justice Shiras cited the orig- 
inal bill and the demurrer in the case, Then 
taking up the case he said that two ques- 
tions are presented in it. The first of these 
was: “Whether the allegations of the bill 
disclose the case of a controversy between 
the State of Missouri and the State of Illi- 
nois and a citizen thereof within the mean- 
ing of the constitution and the statutes of 
the United States which create and define 
the original jurisdiction of this court,” and 
the second: ‘‘Whetherif it be held that the 
allegations of the bill do present such a,con- 
troversy they are sufficient to entitle the 
State of Missouri to the equitable relic: 

rayed for.” 
ar passing upon the first of these points 
the court presented the result of the exam- 
ination of numerous authorities, saying in 
conclusion: “‘An inspection of the bill dis- 
closes that the nature of the injury com- 
plained of (the pollution of the drinking 
water of people of Missouri by the deposit 
of the séwage of Chicago into the Missis- 
sippi river through the drainage canal and 
the Illinois river) is such that an adequate 
remedy can only be found in this court at 
the suit of the State of Missouri. It is 
irue that no question of boundary ifs in- 


volved, nor of direct property rights belong- J 


ing to the complainant state. But it must 
surely be conceded that, if the health and 
comfort of the inhabitants of a state are 
threatened, the state is the proper party 
to represent and defend them. 

“The health and comfort’of large com- 
munities inhabiting those parts of the state 
Situated on the Mississippi river are not 
aione concerned but contagious and typhold- 
al diseases introduced into river communl- 
ties may spread themselves throughout the 
territory of the state. Moreover, substan- 
tial impairment of the health and prosper- 
ity of the towns and cities of the state sit- 
uated on the Mississipni, including Its com- 
mercial metropolis would tnjuriously affect 
the entire state. That suits brought by in- 
dividuals, each for personal injuries, threat- 
ened or received would be wholly inadequate 
and disproportionate remedies requires no 
argument.’ 


State of Illinois 
ts Responsible. 

On the point that Tllincis should not have 
been made a party to the bill and that 
the sanitary district of Chicago should have 
been made the only defendant, Justice 
BShiras eaid: 

“The bill does not allege that the sant- 
tary district is acting without or in ex- 
ceas of lawful authority. The averment and 
the conceded facts are that the corpora- 
tion is an agency of the state to do the 
Very things which, according to theory of 
the complainant’s case. will result in the 
mischief to be apprehended. The sanitary 
district of Chicago is not a private corpor- 
ation, formed for purposes of private gain, 
but a public ex rporation, whose existence 
and operations are wholly within the con- 
trol of the state. The object of the bill is 
to subject the public work to Judicial su- 
Pervision, upon the allegation that the 
method of its construction and matnten- 
ance will create a continuing nuisance, 
dangerous to the health of a neighboring 
State and its tnhabitants. Surely. in such

While discussing events which led the 
United States forces to the Philippines, Mr. 
Towne referred with particularity to the 
charge that Aguinaldo had sold his coun- 
try to the Spaniards for a bribe. He de- 
clared the accusation was ‘“‘gratuitous in its 
calumny, when we consider that the official 
publications of our own government conh- 
tradict and destroy iIt.’’ 

The senator declared ‘“‘that we were in 
alliance with the Filipinos, an alliance 
sought by ourselves, availed of by us for 
our own advantage and finally, to our ever- 
lasting shame in the estimation of honor- 
able men, repudiated by us when we found 
it no longer necessary and when lust of 
empire had so blunted our moral sensibill- 
ties that we could mount from an act ol 
perfidy to the grand larceny of a nation. 

Referring to Admiral Dewey’s denial that 
he had ever treated the insurgents as al- 
lies, Mr. Towne said, sarcastically: ‘Il fear 
the honest sailor's terminology has suffered 
from recent contact with the nice discrimi- 
nations of administration diplomacy.’ 

Discussing the acquisition of the Philip- 
pines Senator Towne said: ‘It is not easy 
to fix with accuracy the time when the de- 
sign was formed to take forcible posses- 
sion of the Philippine Islands, nor to ascer- 
tain the mind in whose ‘gloomy recesses’ 
enterprise of sacrilege and violence 
first gathered form and pressure. There 
has indeed been evidenced a disposition by

If there was doubt of the prearrange- 
ment of the plan, it was banished, in Me 
Towne’'s opinion, by the President himself. 
The third article of the protocol with Spain 
reads: 

‘The United States will occupy and hold 
the city, bay and harbor of Manila pend- 
ing the conclusion of a treaty of peace 
which shall determine the control, dispo- 
sition and government of the Philippines.” 

Yet. despite that definite provision, the 
President, the senator urged, issued on Dec. 
“1, 184s, his famous ‘“‘Benevolent assimila- 
tion proclamation.”’

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WIR RACES 
IN VENEZUELA 


Government Troops Several 
Times Defeated. 


FIGHTING IS NOW GENERAL 


ONE BODY OF THE GOVERNMENT 
TROOPS HAS REVOLTED. 


Colombia Is Said to Be Furnishing Aid 
to the Rebels and a Vigorous but 
Ineffectual Protest Has 
Been Made. 


PORT OF SPRAIN, Trinidad, Jan. 28.— 
Details have been received here of fierce 
fighting last week on the mainiand near 

| Guiria and Carupano, resulting in final de- 
feats for the government troops. Several 
hundred men were killed in the engage- 
ments. 

Carupano has been recapfured by the in- 
' gurgents, and a large quantity of arms and 
ammunition taken. Irapa and Gutria, ports 
on the Gulf of Paria, have also been oc- 
cupied, despite the activity of the gun- 
boats that are patrolling the coast. 

Reports from Caracas also indicate grave 
conditions. Persons here who are in touch 
with the situation are informed that a 
chief of battalion of the government forces 
'{n Caracas has revolted. 

The cause of the mutiny Is said to have 
been an order issued by President Castro 
that certain promfnent persons suspected of 
being in league with the rebels should be 
shet. The orders were given to one of 
the military commanders and disobeyed. 
The censorship prevents details. 

It is reported that rebel leaders are re- 
ceiving aid from Colombia and that vigor- 
ous protests will be made by the Castro 
government. As Colombia has long believed 
that President Castro has been giving aid 
to the rebels in that country, there is pos- 
sibility of a serious clash. 

The chief fighting on the mainland took 
place near Irapa. A force of 900 rebels, 
having 200,000 rounds of ammunition, part 
captured at Carupano and part received 
from (filibusters, intrenched themselves 
neay Los Cuevas, a town a few miles in- 
land from Irapa. They were under com- 
mand of Generals Juliana Pedro Costa and 
Jaunichas Colsica. They were closely 
watched by 1100 government soldiers.

Unless Carnegie Is Persuaded to Sell 
Out There ppears to Be No Pros- 
pect of Peace. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 28.—For several rea- 
sons this may be a big week in steel. 

First, the directors of the American Stee! 
& Wire Co. are scheduled to consider today 
a proposition to ‘“‘write off’ $5,000,000.

'the American iron and steel industry and

Mr. Carnegie bullds at Conneaut, or if the 
| Federal Stee! Co. puts up a mill for struc- 
tural iron and steel at Chicago, Jones &

This great steel war is now four cor- 
nered. Mr. Carnegie is in one corner; the 
National Tube Co. is in another: the Fed- 
eral Steel Co. is in the third corner and 
the National Steel Co. tn the fourth. 

Jones & Laughlin may cut in and add 
another. 

J. Pierpont Morgan is heavily interested 
in the Federal Steel Co. and in the Na- 
tional Tube Co. The National Steel Co.

who from an eariy age was at- 
tracted to the study of the chemical sct- 
ences.

Corporal punishment {niled 
to convince Donkerkopf that these erperi- 
ments were undesirable. He grew more and 
more zealous in the cause of acience 4s the 


time he putsed out of the militery cadet 
school to become an officer he nad ourned 
off his cyelashes and eyebrows, had lest two 
fingers, thalf'an ear, three front teeth, and 
covered his hands, nose and parts of his 
cheeks were indelible bive stains. 

In consequence he was Ineligible for the 
King's service, and this pleased him well, 
for he was enabled to devote his v.hole 


time to the pursuit of knowledge in the 
society of the only professor whe ha! ever 
appreciated him, the learned Dr. Olibrius of 

eidelberg. This excellent savant Was sv 
much beloved by his pupil that the latter 
invited him to reside at the Castle of Don- 
derkapf, gave him . board and pocket 
money, and placed at his disposal a whole 
wing of the castle, which the Doctor trans- 
formed into a suite of laboratories. The 
sums which the young Baron spent in fit- 
ting up these chambers with furnaces, cru- 
cibles, steam engines and electric batteries, 
to say nothing of precious metals, which, 
by some ingenious process, the professor 
used to convert into base ones—wes con- 
siderable, but Otto von Donderkopf never 
tt el the outicy. He was persuaded thut 

librius would end by digcove:ng the phil- 
osopher’s stone, and the secret of perpetual 
movement, jf not the elixir of long life, and 
he was proud to be the disciple of such a 
genius. 

Olibrius, however, soon began to devote 
his exclusive attention to the mysteries of 
animal magnetism. He explained that there 
were men enough who studied the gentle 
art of taking away life by means of ex- 
plosive substances, and the less popular 
one of prolonging himan existence 
by quack medicines. As to  perpet- 
ual movement it would be of no practi- 
cal use when found, and the philosopher's 
stone—vulgo, the way to make gold—would 
be egually superfluous to a young man al- 
ready so richly provided with the world's 
go00ds as Donderkopf was. But Olfvrius 
thought there lay a grand field of research 
in that science of mesmerism which enabled 
a man to throw a fellow-creature into fits 
of sleep, and to exercise an almost unlimited 
power over his or her senses whilst in that 
condition. 

Hypnotism, said the doctor, was a sort of 
neurosis whose marvellous manifestations 
were only just beginning to be understood 
by poracnes, To the vulgar, they appeared 
to have something Clavolical in them, and 
they were banned by the clergy; but this, 
said Olibrius, only proved that the clerical 
mind leved to grope in darkness as much 
as a mole does. In fact, the doctor had as- 
certained that his pupil, the Baron, had a 
hysterico-nervous temperament peculiarly 
amenable to the influence of mesmerism, 
and he proceeded to work upen him daily by 
jlantings him in a chair, and throwing 

im inte a state of somnambulism which 
lasted sometimes for hours, and during 
which Otto became morally and physically 
his slave. 

Strange things now began to take place 
at Donderkopf Castle. Olibrius held such 
power over the Baron that he had no need 
to perform ‘‘nasses’’ pver him in order to 
impart the mesmeric fluid which sent him 
to sleep. It was enough that Donderkopf 
should sit and stare fivedly into his eyes 
during a minute or s6; then he dozed off 
with his eyes wide open, and the doctor 
had only to wish that he should d> this or 
that to be obliged instantly. Donderkopf 
lent himself to these experiments with the 
docility of a child, but they were very fa- 
tiguing.. The doctor used to cataleptise 
his arms and stick pins into them; he made 
him drink water, and —a him to con- 
sider himself drunk, sent him tumbling 
about the house like an ill-conditioned pot- 
boy.

The Older Members of the Academic 
Board Also Shared in Belief That 
the Sport Was Conducive to 
Discipline. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 28.—Hazing at West | 

Point is discussed by Major-General Wesley 
| Merritt, U. S. A., In Leslie’s Weekly. Gen. | 
| Merritt was formerly superintendent of | 
‘the United-States Military Academy. He} 
| Says in part: 
‘When I was a cadet at West Point, from 
| 1855 to 1860, I was opposed to hazing, both 
as a ‘plebe’ and as an upper class man, 
| though I had to endure a good deal of what 
| was termed ‘yanking.” That consisted of 
| pulling a sleeping cadet out of bed and 
' dropping him on the floor. This, as a ruie, 
did no harm, though I remember one fel- 
low cadet who was rather seriously hurt. 
‘Yanking’ amounted only to a pleasantry, 
of course, but it was annoying and unjust 
when added to all the hard work that the 
‘plebes’ were required to perform through 
the day. 

“I recollect that three of us occupied a 
tent together and that we fook turns jn 
sleeping in the most exposed position. That 
was in the bed in front of the tent. One 
night, when I was awarded what was con- 
sidered the safest place—the bed at the 
rear—I sank to sleep with a blissful sense 
of security. The next thing that I knew 
I was flying through the air and landed 
jarringly on my back. Another form of 
hazing in those days consisted of the un- 
merciful chaffing of new men, but I al- 
ways endeavored to give back as much as 
, 1 received. 

‘Fighting, in the sense of today, had not 


been instituted then. There was no ‘scrap- 
ping committee,’ and cumbats between rep- 
resentatives’ of classes were unheard of. 
During my whole time at West Point I had 
but one tight, and that was with a fellow 
class man over a personal matter. The 
new kind of fighting is to be unsparingly 
condemned, as the man who has been at 
West Point a year, and has been training 
all that time, is sure to be better qualified 
for a personal encounter than a man of 
the same height and weight who its fresh 
from home. For this reason a fight be- 
tween a ‘plebe’ and a second year's man 
amounts to a piece of brutality. 

“There are a great many army officers— 
though there were more formerly than at 
present—who heartily favor hazing on the 
|primciple that it is in the interest of disci- 
ipline, and teaches the future officer to obey 
iwithout hesitation One of the chief diffi- 
'culties that I encountered when superin- 
j}dent of the academy from 1882 to 1887, was 
| that quite a number of the younger officers 
| were dimetrically opposed to my views on 
| hazing—so much so, In fact, that I could net 
‘obtain their cheerful acquiescence in what 
I was trying to do toe stop the practice. 

_. “I found, to put the matter plainly, that 
\I had to deal with eld teranks’ and young 
‘cranks.’ The older on@e were some of the 
members of the academic board and the 
younger ones were cadets who thought thes | 
‘Knew it all.’ For the first three years I was 
very much interested in my work. During 
ithe last two years there was so little co*op- 
eration with me in. my efforts to abolish 
hazing that I became very tired of the post 
and was glad when my appointment as a 
general officer relieved me of the superin- 
, tendency. 

“Will hazing ever be stopped at West 
‘Point? Not until drastic measures are em- 
ployed. The superintendent must be a man 
who is bitterly opposed to hazing, and I 
believe Col. Mills thoroughly meets the re- 
quirement. When he makes a recommenda- 
tlon to the war department to dismiss a 
cadet from the service that recommendation 
should be promptly and favorably acted 
upon 

“When a young man goes to West Point 
and develops what is termed ‘freshness’ he 
/is certain to be hazed. Distinctions in social 
‘standing are never made on account of | 
‘family postition or wealth. I remember the

TAFT -COMMISSION TELIS OF 
THEIR INFLUENCE. 


THEIR RETURN INADVISABLE 


Their Property Rights Are Large and 
Recommendations for Government 
Purchase Are Made. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—The division of 
insular affairs of the war department pub- 
lishes the following extract from the report 
of the Philippine Commission, dated Nov. 
30, 1900, concerning the friars in the Phil- 
ippines: 

Excepting the Moros, who are Mosiems, 
and the wild tribes, who are pagans, the 
Philippine people belong to the Roman 
Catholic Church. The total number of Cath- 
olic souls shown by the church registry in 
1898 was 6,559,998. To care for these in that 
year there were in the archipelago 746 reg- 
ular parishes, 105 mission parishes and 116 
missions, or 967 in all. Of the regular par- 
ishes all but 150 were administered by Span- 
ish monks of the Dominican, Augustinian 
or Franciscan orders. Natives were not ad- 
mitted to these orders. 

The friars have large property interests 
in these islands, which the United States 
Government is bound by treaty obligations 
and by the law of its being, to protect. It 
is natural and proper that the friars should 
feel a desire to remain where so much of 
their treasure is. Nearly all the immense 
| 4gricultural holdings have been transferred 
by the three orders, by the Dominicans to 
a gentleman named Andrews, by the Recol- 
letos to an English corporation, and by 
the Augustinians to another corporation, 
but these transfers do‘ not seem to have 
been out-and-out sales, but only a means 
for managing the estates without direct in- 
tervention of the friars, or for selling the 
Same when a proper price can be secured. 
The friars seem to remain the real own- 
ers. It would avoid some very troublesome 
agrarian disturbances between the friars 
and their quondam tenants if the iInsylar 
Government could buy these large hacien- 
das of the friars and sell them out in small 
holdings to the present tenants, who, for- 
Eiven for the rent, due during the two years 
of war, would recognize the title of the 
sovernment without demur and gladly ac- 
cept an opportunity, by payment of the 
price in small Instaliments, to become ab- 
Solute owners of that which they and their 
ancestors have so long cultivated. 
With the many other calls upon the insu- 
ae treasury, a large financial operation 

ke this could probably not be conducted 
to & successful issue without the aid of the 
United States government. either by a di- 
rect loan or by a guarantee of bonds to be 
issued for «he purpose. The bonds or loan 
could be met gradually from the revenues 
of the islands, while the proceeds of the 
land, which would sell readily, could be 
used to constitute a school fund. This ob- 
ject, if declared, would make the plan 
most popular, because the desire for edu- 
cation by the Filipinos, of all tribes, is very 
Strong, and gives encouraging promise of 
the future mental development of a now 
uneducated and ignorant people.

As the Catholic Church is and ought to 
continue a prominent factor in the life 
peace, contentment and Progress of the 
Philippine people, it would seem the wisest 
course, wherever it is possible to do so 
without infringing upon the principle that 
church and state must be kept separate 
to frame civil laws which shal] accord with 
views conscientiously entertained bv Cath- 
olics, priests and laymen, and which shal! 
not deal unfairly with the people of a dif- 
ferent faith. It would seem clear that any 
government organized under the sovereign- 
ty of the United States cannot devote public 
money to the teaching of any particular 
religion. It has been Suggested, however 
that in any system of pubiic education or- 
ganized in these islands, it would be proper 
to afford to every religious denomination 
the right to send religious instructors to the 
public schools to instruct the children ot 
parents who desire it in relizion several! 
times a week at times when Such instruc- 
tion shall not interfere with the regular 
curriculum. This ts what -is understood to 
be the Faribault plan. It is not certain that 
this would meet completely the views ot 
the Catholic hierarchy, but it is likely that 
it would avoid that active hostility to a 
public school system which might be a for- 
midable obstacle in spreading education 
among these Catholic people. The commis- 
sion has reached no definite conclusion upon 
the matter, but only states the question as 
one calling for solution in the not far dis- 
tant future. 


TAX ON PATENT MEDICINE 


Manufacturers Protest Against a Con- 
tinuance of the Present 
Rate. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—Proprietary 
medicine men are aroused by a possibility 
that the bill to reduce the war tax on their 
product will not be passed. A representative 
of the R. T. Booth Co. expressed an opin- 
ion, general among the manufacturers, 
when he said: 

“We are informed that a scheme is on 
foot which will take the tax from such rem. 
edies only as have their printed formula on 
the bottle, and that this tax will be al- 
lowed to remain on all others. No one burt 
the manufacturer who analyzes the best 
selling patents, gives them a different name, 
publishes the formula on the bottle an 
sells the same to the retailer to substitute 
fer the ‘genuine article will be benefited. 
You will readily see that this plan, if car- 
ried out, will not only compel the manu- 
‘acturer to still carry this unjust burden, 
but will permit the imitators in the busi- 
ness to sell their imitations at even a less 
price and thus eventually kill our trade. 
For three years we have carried this tax of 
4% per cent on our gross business, and as 
our business each year is twice our cap- 
ital this means a tax of 9 per cent on the

DEFENDS CONFUCIANISM 
AGAINST CRITICISM. 


HE 


ALL RELIGIONS TEACH GOOD 


He Says the Christians Who Attack 
Other Faiths Freely Resent the 
Same Freedom in Others. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 28.—Minister Wu 
Ting Fang, China's plenipoteniary to the 
United States, made answer to some of his 
critics Sunday in a lecture before the 5o- 
clety of Ethical Culture. 

Minister Wu quoted an extract from the 
sermon of the Rev. Dr. Wayland Hoyt of 
this city, in which the latter spoke of Li 
Hung Chang’s high tribute to the work of 
the Christian missionaries in China, and 
asked what reply the Chinese minister 
could make, 

“Dr. Hoyt has done me, though doubtless 
unwittingly, a great injustice,” continued 
Wu Ting Fang. “Since he wants a reply 1 
have no hesitation in giving him one. | in- 
dorse every word that Ear! Li has said on 
the subject of foreign missionaries, as cited 
by the doctor. To prove that 1 am sincere 
in what I say 1 beg to refer the doctor to 
the address I delivered in December last 
before the American Academy of Political 
and Social Science in Philadelphia on the 
‘Causes of the Unpopularity of Foreigners 
in China.’ ”’ 

“Dr. Hoyt and some other clergymen, from 
their address, seemed to think that 
charged all missionaries with crying out 
for vengeance. Let me read the exact words 
I used: ‘Love your enemy is Christ's com- 
mand, but at this moment some Christian 
missionaries are crying out for vengeance 
and bloudshed.’ Note that I used the word 
‘some.’ 

“I am Inclined to think that the reason 
why some clergymen—and 1 am glad to 
Say that there are not many— took offense 
at what I said in my address on Confucian- 
ism is that I took the liberty of Instituting 
a comparison between Confucianism and 
Christianity, which they supposed was done 
to the disparagement of the latter... There 
was certainly no intention on my part to 
make an attack upon Christianity. Surely, 
it is no discredit to say that Christianity 
is too high and elevated for frail humanity, 
and that all Christians are not acting up to 
its tenets, just as it is no disgrace to ac- 
knowledge that the Confucianists in China 
do not live up to the teachings of Con- 
fucius. 

“It seems strange that some clergymen 
should resent any attempt to compare 
Christianity with any other systems of be- 
lief while they themselves do not scruple 
to attack other religions. In other words, 
they do just what they do not want others 
to do. Since my address on Confucius was 
delivered I have seen Confucianism con- 
demned right and left. It has been called 
a failure. it has been dubbed ‘effete,’ 
vague, ‘unworthy of attention,’ ‘rotten to 
—, core,” ‘tottering to its fall’ and the 


‘I do not, however, quarrel with those 
who apply such opprobrious epithets to our 
creed. If Confucianism were as bad as its 
detractors try to make it out to be it is 
Strange that after 24 centuries it should be 
able to count millions and millions of peo- 
ple as its adherents. 

I believe that all religions teach men to 
be good. If every man would really try to 
act up to the doctrines enjoined by hls re- 
ligion the world would be far better. it 
would be well If priests and clergymen of 
every faith and creed would do their best 
to promote this desirable end. Thus these 
words of Confucius will be fulfilled: ‘Let 
us all live in peace as brothers.’ ”’ 


ILLINOIS G. A. R. MORTALITY. 


Death Rate Was Three Per Cent, the 
Greatest Ever Known. } 
NASHVILLE, Ill., Jan. 28.—Assistant Ad- 
jutant-Genera]l Partridge of the Illinois De- 
partment of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic, has completed the death-roll of the de- 
partment. ‘The réport shows that more 
members of the G. A. R. in Illinois died in 


1900 than during any year since the organi- 
zation was founded. Seven hundred and 
twenty members died, a death rate of 3 
per cent, the largest in -the history of the 
organization. The greatest number of 
deaths were in George H. Thomas Post. No 
o. and the U. S. Grant Post. No. 28, both of 
Chicago, each having reported 25 deaths 
Outside of Chicago the post with the larg- 
est death rate was Post No. 1 of Rockford 
which lest 21 members. Several | posts 
passed through the year without losing one 
of their members, but they were posts with 
small memberships. In Cook County there 
were 120 deaths among the different posts.
